living for some time and had left a wife and two/children. 


CANNOT BE SUBSTANTIATED 
Slnco that time a fruitless effort has been made to substantiate the 
details In the matter. 
Mrs. Slevert. on being, questioned, promptly de- 


nied two points of the above account. 
The remains had not. sho said. 


"been sent to Washington, and the death did not occur at her home. More- 
over the wife, both children and Rev. Kath aro all In this city, tho latter 
having arrived from Washington to confer with the sick man, but arriving 
too late to see him alive.

Just when tho burial would take place she could not say, but thought 


that the time had been set for today. 
Her entire story Is thrilling In the extreme, and while In one or two par 
tlculars the details are scanty, she easily exlalns that by saying 
that 


3>Irs. Plumwlck Is so hysterical, and shrieks and screams so uncontrolla- 
uly that It would bo a hard hearted person who could ask a woman In such 
Sorrow to talk of the cause of her 
grief. 


TELLS SENSATIONAL STORY 
To'tell tho story from the beginning, just as Mrs. Frank Slovert re- 
cites It. Mr. Plumwlck came here from Washington, D. C., somo six or 
seven months ago. Ho was a lawyer, and came to settle some matters 
regarding a will In which Mrs. Slevert Is one of the heirs. ' His home 
•was In Washington, and while here ho at first stopped with her, but later 
moved Into a house on Milton avonuo about four blocks beyond the end 
of the car tracks. 
His wife came here at Intervals, and during the time. 


tho two children, one of them adopted, wero also here. 
• ' 
On a night some tnree weeks ago, when tho wife and tho two child- 
ren were all here, the adopted child was taken -sick. 
Plumwick start- 
ed for a doctor. 
Time passed and he did not return,- and his wlfo In fear 
lest some Injury had befallen him, went to a near neighbor. 
Smith or 
Schmltt. Mrs. Slevcrt thought tho name .was, and asked him to go In 
search of Piumwlck. 
Smith. If that Is his name, started out from the 


house, and had barely gone a block when ho enconutered the prostrate body 
of his neighbor lying across tho path. 


IN POOL 
OF BLOOD 
Under Plumwlck's chin there was a horrible gash, from which the 


Wood was flowing freely. 
His head was laid open from another wound, 
evidently from a heavy weapon, and thero was a deep cut on the side of his 
face. 
A skin cut ran across his finger on the hand where he customarily 


•wore a diamond ring. 
The ring, as well aa thirty-five dollars In cash which 


he had on his person, wero missing. Plumwlck was taken to the house, 
but whether or not he had any medical care, she could not say. 
When the Injured man regained consciousness, he said that as he pass- 


«d some dense shrubbery In a particularly dark part of tho street two men 
Jumped out upon him, and shortly after he lost consciousness. 
Detectives 


•were put Immediately upon tho eano, although nothing was said to tue 
local police, and some days later the names of the assailants were learn- 
ed. both of thorn residing In this city. According to tho narrative one of 
the alleged hlgl^vaymen entered a jewelry store In Alton. Illinois, and 
tho detectives followed him. 
Tho suspect cffered a diamond ring for 
salo which bore within It tho name of Harry Plumwlck. 
On being confront- 


ed with tho proof of his guilt, tho man confessed his part, and on the 
ground that It was not fair that he should suffer alone, told the name of his 
accomplice.

the Republican majority decided to 
take Cincinnati's board plan of gov- 
ernment aa n model.

ILLINOIS COUNTY JAILS 


Declares Sentence to Penitentiary Is 


Preferable and More Humans 


to Wrongdoers.

Bring Many Families Who 


Must Find Homes. 


That JancHvllle is about to awake 


from ittt recent stagnation, so lar as 
residence building is concerned, la 
born witness to ny the number of 
new workmen who are seeking, and 
tho greater number who will seek 
homes in wulch to live, brought hero 
by the Industries whlcu have sprung 
up with 
mushroom like 
rapidity 


Uirougiiout the city. 
Spring ilrcok 


has been especially Invaded by the 
new arrivals, and within a few months 
some In less time that that, at least 
three now concerns will call 
for 


workmen, most of whom will como 
from out of the city. 


Growing In Magnitude 
Besides that, tho old time factories 


and warehouses arc constantly gain- 
Ing In proportions, and more hands 
will need to ho employed. 
Tho New 


Doty works contemplate an, immed- 
iate extension, and more 
workmen 


will inevitably follow. 
So small a 


concern as the Pearl Button factory 
Is outwardly, it is doing a business 
far out of proportion to ita size, and 
while comparatively few 
employes 


are needed that 
number In 
many 


times greater than it was at the out- 
set of the summer. 


Factories To Open 


A few more weeks and tho last of 


the machinery will bo Installed 
In 


tho Cement Post factory, tho drier 
will be completed and work will bo 
begun. 
Men will bo nee.-ied to opera- 


ate the concern. 
It Is absurd to sup- 


pose that tho requisite workmen can 
bo secured In Janesvllle. 
Is not ev- 


ery building now under way In the 
city hampered by Inability to secure 
men? 
Both railroads 
frequently 


complain that they are so shot-hand- 
ed that no man can be given a day 
off except under tho most stringent 
circumstances. 


Scarcity Of Workmen 
Every contractor In tho city can 


toll the same tale. 
The postofflco 


building has been repeatedly sot back 
In Its progress for that reason, and 
tho library had the same difficulties 
to contend against. 
Contractor Pet- 
ers can tell the troubles ho had In 
erecting the Coment Post 
factory 


building, and not the least of them 
was tho shortage In workmen. 


Doing Immense Buslnese 


In addition to the Cement 
Post 


concern, which will call for workmen, 
the foundations for the Hough Porch 
Shndo factory are rapidly rising and 
that will mean a large niimlmr of 
workmen called for as soon as It Is 
ready for operation. 
The company 


has too big a business to sanction any 
unnnecesHary delay In getting 
to 


work. 
At tho canning factory, a vol- 


ume of business Is lining done which 
Is well 
nigh Incredible, tons 
of 


kraut being shipped every day, and 
with scores of men and women active- 
ly engaged, aided by machinery of tho 
highest degree of perfection, only a 
fractional part of tno cabbages which 
the farmers* have to dispose of can 
bu hancilcd. 


From Out Of Town 
The Flake Potato company will not 


bring so many men to tho city, but 
all those who will oversee the me- 
chanical processes, will be experts 
won, will bo brought to this city from 
elsewhere. 
Even tho few families 


Involved In that factory would have 
dllllculty In finding homes In tho city 
at present. 


Few Empty Houses 


.TancKVlllo has had a comparative- 


ly stable population, and there have 
been few houses left vacant by de- 
parting residents. 
The result 
Is 


that unless a number of buildings arc 
erected at an early date, Janesvlllo 
will find herself in the same predica- 
ment which has affected tho 
Lino 


City for«many months, ever since tho 
Fairbanks-Morse concern mado their 
extended additions last spring. 


Too Chilly For Tents

LOSS IS PLACED AT $500,000 


Many of the Employes Reach Window 


Ledges. Only to Fall Back Into the 
Seething Furnace or Jump Wide of 
the Fire Nets. 


, OCTOBER 22, 1902. 


Chlcnpo. Oct. 22.—Twelve men or 


more killed, thrice as tminy Injured 
and financial loss of JiiOO.OUU are the 
net results of a lire that destruycil six 
large buildings comprising part of the 
Corn Products company1* plant nt 
West Taylor street and the river. 


A furiotiH gale swept HIIRO brands 


over the city, endangering millions of 
dollars' worth of property and causing 
a score of small fires, the subduing of 
which kept engine companies not at 
the blaze busy. 


The lire, which originated In the 


corn-crushing and feed-drying depart- 
ment of the extensive plant, was a veri- 
table furnace before It was discov- 
ered. 


Fall Into Flames. 


Thirty-four men were in this build- 


ing. How many of them wcre; saved 
is not known. Most of them wore on 
the fifth and sixth floors when the fire 
started. They took to the windows. 
Some Jumped into 
life 
nets, some 


leaped to death and others were seen 
falling back into the llame behind 
them. 


Firemen 
almost lost 
self-control 


when they approached from all parts 
of the-city. Five buildings were In 
flames when the department began 
the work of saving the city from what 
Fcemcd a threat of general disaster. 
Though the principal building of the 
glucose plant, a thirteen-story struc- 
ture standing directly east 
of 
the 


burning building, seemed doomed In 
the face of the terrible force of de- 
struction. It was saved from destruc- 
tion as though by a miracle. 


Entrancing Sight. 


From the first to the thirteenth story 


it wan wrapped in flames. Every win- 
dow mi the west side of the structure 
was alive with fire. 


Fifty thousand people watched tha 


imposing spectacle. Walled In by via- 
ducts the bla^e WHS surrounded with 
miles of elevated standing room, on 
all of which swarmed the spectators. 
It was a spectacular show that needed 
no rehearsing and none In years has 
drawn so large a crowd of spectators. 
The names lit up the sky all over the 
city and the tides of sparks rolled 
northward before the wind, menacing 
factories and oillre buildings. 
The 


burning embers lived In the air for 
many minutes and tho danger 
of 


spreading disaster was extreme. 


Miss the Fire Nets. 


Ten men on the sixth floor stood on 


the window ledge and then leaped. Six 
struck the lire net held by the heroic 
members of engine company No. D, 
whose faces and hands \vere blistered 
by the Intense heat. 


Two of tho men who jumped from 


the fifth floor missed the life-saving 
net. 
Their strength was boiled out 


of them by the heat they had been en- 
during until the net arrived and they 
dropped helplessly to the ground. 


They were picked up for dead and 


taken to a hospital. All who jumped 
were Injured. 


"I saw two men standing on the top 


Hoor. I heard them shout." said n flrc-i 
man. "and then they tumbled back- 
ward into the fire." 


Every detail of the work for HIP 


firemen was perilous. The lire spread 
from the corn dryln? room through the 
boiler-room, with attendant violent ox- 
plosions. Next the glucose-room, with 
Us oil and dust, went up like a box 
of Under. Then the fire enveloped the 
starch-drying room and from there It 
leaped to the linseed oil and cake de- 
partment. 


It was an aero ofcombiistlble mater- 


ial upon which the Maine fed, and to 
stop Its progress until It had spent its 
force on tho buildings which were lo- 
cotcil In the flat laud below the via- 
ducts was absolutely nctesfary. 


To this end was directed every ener- 


gy, but the task was ton great. All 
these buildings were devoured, the 
Iron work twisting up like 
slender 


wire, the walls and floors tumbling In 
smoking heaps of ruins.

for weeks, and

whore the mines are In vory bad con- 
dition there will be no employment for 
many workmen for come months. Now 
that tho strike Is over, the volume of 
relief money will decrease, and tho lo- 
cal unions will bo compelled to call 
upon the national organization for as- 
sistance when the money now In hand 
runs out. 


No More Assessments. 


With the close of the great conflict
